Towards the end of the chase 
the submarine launched a torpedo, which 
passed near the Laertes, but did not hit it.

avoid such an attack.

German Citizens Make Ex. 


odus from Towns of Al. 
sace-Lorraine, 
RIVAL AIRMEN BUSY. 


GENEVA, Feb. 11.—The most 
violent artillery duel that has oc- 
curred in Alsace since the begin- 
ning of the war was begun yes- 
terday. As a result of the battle 
an exodus has begun of German 
families from Muelhausen, Kol- 
mar, and Strassburg. 

PARIS, Feb. 11.—Violent fighting is in 
progress at Many points on the western 


battle front, according to the French of- 
ficial een wen. 

“The enemy has strongly bombarded 
Nieuport and the banks of the Teer,“ it 
says, “but has mot succeeded in doing 
any material damage. Our artillery has 


ä responded effectively. 


In the Argonne, in the region of Baga- 
telle, after a violent struggie by bomb 
throwers, which continued throughout 
the morning, a German attack was deliv- 
ered at 1 o’clock in the afternoon against 
the earthworks of Marie Therese. It 
was carried out in line by columns of 
four along 500 meters of the front, but 
was broken down oy our artillery and 
infantry flre. The enemy left on the 
ground a great number of dead. 

In the Vosges, to the south of the 
Chateau de Busse, north of the Col de 
Sainte Marie, we succeeded by a sud- 
den attack in occupying one of the German 
trenches.” 


Rival Airmen Are Busy. 

Dealing with the fighting yesterday, an 
earlier report said: _. 

Along all of the front wende. an 
far as Champagne, there were artillery 
exchanges. In the northern region there 
were several aeroplane expeditions on our 
part, as well as on the part of the enemy. 
The projectiles dropped by the aeroplanes 
of the enemy. hit in our lines, but did no 
damage. 

“In Champagne a German attach 
against our positions in the forest to the 
north of Mesnil-les-Hurlus recently oc- 
eupied by us was repulsed. 

“In-the Vosges there has been a thick 
fog and abundant snow. It was during a 
dark night that there occurred the infan- 
try engagement reported yesterday at La 
Fontenelle, in the Ban-de-Sapt. The Ger- 
mans had at least two battalions of troops 
present. After having ceded some ground 
our treene wann everything they 
gave up.”

Claim Majority in House. 

On behalf of the administration it was 
stated, however, that enough votes have 
been mustered in the house to guarantee 
the safe passage of the Gore bill. Rep- 
resentative Underwood, the majority 
leader, was said to bejof the opinion that 
the measure can be by the house 
by a majority of thirty. 

There arose in the Democratic carp ts 
night a hope that a plan will be worked out 
by which the extra session can be averted.

Today, one hundred amd six years ago, Lincoln 
was born. Fifty years ago next April 14 he was 
shot by John Wilkes Booth and on the next day 
he died, the Gvst “martyred president.” A great 
wave of passionate sorrow, gratitude, and affection 
swept the north.

During 
his formative years he quietly but unconsciously 
prepared Himself for great enterprises, He trained 
his mind because he enjoyed hard intellectual exer- 
tion.

The normal and ordinary war measures are rapid- 
fy giving place to truly extraordinary and even 
doubly extraordinary ones. Bvidently the financing 
of the conflictestimated to cost about fifty mil- 
lions a day—ie beginning to strain the fiscal and 
other resources of the belligerents. We have com- 
mented op Germany's seizure of all grains within 
the emp? dad on Britain's rigid regulation of 
loans and use of private capital for other than

‘Charles II. of England brought a large 
number of the members back with him 
to their native land at the restoration and 
enrolled them as the First, or Royal, regi- 
ment of foot of the British army. 


As to the 1 of the e 
there are several reasons for the belief 
that Pontius Pilate had a Scotch body- 
guard. In the first place, it is a matter 
of historical record that the Romafhs, 
after their conquest of Britain, carried off 
a tiumber of Britons and Scotchmen to 
Italy, and that these men and their de- 
scendants became trusted soldiers of the 
Roman empire. 

It is also alleged that the Scottish body- 

guard of Pontius Pilate, the Roman gov- 
ernor of Judea, numbered 100 men. 

If Pontius Pilate showed a predilection 
for Seotchmen as his bodyguard, it may 
be ascribed to the fact that he is generally 
understood to have been born in Scotland, 
near Glenlyon, under the shadow of the 
ancient yew of Fortingall, which has 
flourished, according to experts in arbori- 
culture, for nearly 3,000 years. 

It is said that shortly before the birth 
of Christ a Roman embassy was sent to 
Scotland by Emperor Augustus, one of 
the envoys being the father of Pontius 
Pilate. He was accompanied by his wife, 
and they were hospitably received by 
Metellus, or Metellanus, a Caledonian 
king, and were entertained by him in his 
primitive abede at Fortingall, whtre 
Mme. Pilate (mére) gave birth to young 
Pontius under the tree in question. 

It has been proved historically that 
Cesar Augustus did send an embassy to 
Scotiand about the beginning of ‘the 
Christian era, and that Metellus, or Me- 
tellanus, was the hame ofa Scottish ruler 
who was reigning in the second year of 
the Christian era, The remains of a Ro- 
man-camp are still visible at Portingall. 

It is also on historical record that the 
mission of the Roman embassy was suc- 
céseful, and that it established with King 
Metellartus an amitle with the Ro- 

mans which continued betwixt them and 
his e for a long time afterwards.

, heritage left by the signers of the Declaration of Independence bo- 
_ longed as much to our new citisene from Europe as to those of na- 
e birth and parentage.

We look upon the change as exceedingly advantageous to us and to our 
posterity, and we fix upon something that happened away back, as in some 
way or other being connected with this rise of prosperity. We find a race of 
men living in that day whom we claim as our fathers and grandfathers; they 
were iron men; they fought for the principle they were contending for, and 
we understand that by what they then did it has followed that the degree of 
Prosperity we now enjoy has come to us.

But after we have done all this we have not yet.séached the whole. There 
is something els® connected with it.

IS greatest power n in the hie of his individuality. That 
charm did not, in the ordinary way, appeal to the ear or to the eye. 

His voice was not melodious ; rather shrill and piercing, neee 
when it rose to its high ‘treble in moments of great animation. His 
figure was unhandsome, and the action of his unwieldy limbs awkward. He 
commanded none of the outward graces of oratory as they are commonly un- 
derstood. His charm was of a different kind. It flowed from the rare depth 
and genuineness of his convictions and his sympathetic feelings. Sympathy 
was the strongest element in his nature. 


As his sympathy went forth. to others, it attracted others to him. Bao. 
cially those whom he called the “plain people felt themselves drawn to him 
by the instinctive feeling that he understood, esteemed, and appreciated them. 
He had grown up among the poor, the lowly, the ignorant. He never ceased 
to remember the good souls he had met among them, and the many kindnesses 
they had done him. 

Although in his mental development he heal risen far above them, he never 
looked down upon them. How they felt and how they reasoned he knew, for 
so he had once felt and reasoned himself. How they could be moved he knew, 
for so he had once been moved himself and practiced moving others. His 
mind was much larger than theirs, but it thoroughly comprehended ‘theirs; 
and while he thought much farther than they, their thoughts were ever pres- 
ent to him. Nor had the visible distance between them * as wide as his 
rise in the world would seem to have warranted. 


Much of his backwoods speech and manners still clung to him. His wants 


* 


completely accommodated themselves to those of his more highborn wife; 
and though the Kentucky jeans apparel had long been dropped, his clothes 
of better material and better make would sit ill sorted on his gigantic limbs. 
His cotton umbrella, without a handle, and tied together with a coarse string 
to keep it from flapping, which he carried on his circuit rides, is said to be 
remembered still by some of his surviving neighbors. 

This rusticity of habit was utterly free from that affected e of re- 
finement and comfort which self-made men sometimes carry into their more 
affluent circumstances. To Abraham Lincoln it was entirely natural, and all 
those who came into contact with him knew it to be so. In his ways of think- 
ing and feeling he had become a gentleman in the highest sense, but the re- 
fining process had polished but little the outward form. The plain people, 
therefore, still considered honest Abe Lincoln” one of themselves; and when 
they felt, which they no ‘doubt frequently did, that his thoughts and aspirations 
moved in a sphere above their own, they were all the more proud of him, 
without any diminution of fellow feeling. 

It was this relation of mutual sympathy and understanding between Lin- 
coin and the plain people that gave him his peculiar power as a public man 
and singularly fitted him, as we shall see, for that leadership which was pre- 
eminently required in the great crisis then. coming: on—the leadership which 
indeed thinks and moves ahead of the masees, but always remains within

NEW RATE RULE 
SPEEDS WEST 


— 


Chicago Shippers Bade Over 
- Lower Rail Charges to Meet 


Canal Competition. 


——— — 


Another wave of prosperity struck ship- 
pers, manufacturers, jobbers, and whole- 
salers of Chicago and the middle western 
States yesterday. 

Commerce with the Pacific coast states, 
which has been menaced by cheap water 


ma canal, was pulled from the fire by a 
favorable decision handed down by the 
interstate commerce commission in the 
famous “long and short haul" contro- 
versy. Traffic men in Chicago asserted 
the finding, which will give the west the 
benefits of the canal reductions, Was a 
tremendous boost. 


Ends Four Years’ Fight. 

Victory comes to the business interests 
and the transcontinental railroads after 
four years of hearings before the commis- 
sion and involves many millions of dol- 
lars of trade between the midwestern 
‘states and the consumers of the coast. 

The decision allows the railroads to 
fower their through rates from’ points 
east of the Missouri river to the coast 
cities without cutting the tariffs to inter- 
mediate points proportionately. Such 
procedure is contrary to a ruling laié 
down by the commission in a former 
— but can be allowed by special ac- 

On. 


These Rates Possible. 
railroads to carry carload freight from 
Chicago, Buffalo, and New York tointer- 
mediate points 15, 25, and 35 cents higher 
than from the Missouri river to the same 
destinations. 

Less than carload commodity rates 
from Chicago, Pittsburgh, and: New York 
to intermediate points may exceed those 
from the Missouri river to the same des- 
tinations by 25, 40, and 58 cents. 

Carload rates on coal and pig iron may 
be less to the Pacific coast than to inter- 
mediate points, but the rates on such ar- 
ticles to the higher rated intermediate 
points must not exceed 5 cents a ton mile. 


Canal Rates Below Estimate. 

When the Panama canal opened the 
water rates from the Atlantic seaboard 
to the western coast were 40 per cent 
lower than we had figured on; even when 
it was thought there would be no tolls,“ 
said Henry C. Barlow, traffic director of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce, 
who led the fight for the lower rate 
“The railroads could not compete with. 
these rates and shippers in the midwest 
began sending their goods to the eastern 
ports, thence to the coast by the Panama 
canal. An abandonment of rail carriage 
was imminent.”

Tottering Firm, Strike Stricken 
After Wage Cut, Saved by 
War Orders, 


DOUBLES PAY OF EMPLOYES, 


Two events in August, 191%, 
make this story a business ro- 
mance. A west side manufacturer, 
facing bankruptcy, was forced to 
reduce the salaries of his men, 
causing a strike. Policemen pro- 
tected his factory. The European 
war started. Now the factory 
owner 1s becoming a millionaire, 
three thousand five hundred men 
and women are receiving double 
wages and policemen are again 
protecting his plant—to keep out 
the men Sighting fe to get in. 


The firm of E. C. "Cook & Brothers, lo- 
cated at 1301 Carroll avenue, makes leath- 
er specialties. At the busiest season in 
the history of the plant prior to last Auge 
ust the largest number of workers em- 
ployed by the firm was about 750, 
The principal product of the concern 
was making cartridge belts and chaps for 
cowboys, leather novelties, and the like, 
which in times of financial stress are con- 
sidered luxuries. Business depression 
with all its huge bulk landed on top of the 
firm of E. C. Cook & Bros. in Auguat. 
George W. Cook, the president, cut the 
salaries of the employés. 


Cut Own Brother’s Salary. 

“T even cut the salary of my own 
brother,” Mr. Cook told a reporter, “ 
had to do it or go into bankruptey. The 
employés went ona strike. They fought 
me and they tied to damage my plant 
The police were called and for many 
nights and days they stood guard there.” 

When the European war started the bel- 
ligerenta started to equip new armies, 
calling the reserves and volunteers to the 
colors. Their equipment soon was es- 
hausted and they turned to the United 
States. They could buy blankets, shoes, 
and the like from American factories but 
the purchasing agent who came over for 
knapsacks, cartridge belts, and the like 
found few factories who could supply 
more tham a fractional part of the amount 
he demanded. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. Aid Firm. 


Through J. P. Morgan & Co. of New 
York, Mr. Cook reached the purchasing 
agent for the British government. The 
first contract was for $2,000,000 worth 
of knapsacks, belts, and canteen covers. 

Mr. Cook sent for all his old empioyés, 
But not a sufficient number responded 
to keep the plant on Carroll avenue run- 
ning day and night. He sont to the em- 
ployment agencies and soon emptied the 
poolrooms of the Maxwell street district 
by giving work to men who had been ali 
off in other lines of employment. 

The force at the plant now numbers 
3.500 persons, working in two shifts. 
Their wages range from $20 to $22 4 
week. Before the firm got the foreign 
orders, the average was $11 to $12 a 
week. 


Employ Old Workers. 

“We have engaged employment @xz- 
perts,” Mr. Cook said, “ to cheek on eaeh 
one of our employés to see what thelr 
home conditions are. We give the pref- 
erence to married men and men who have 
families deperdent on them. * 

„We have a rule that a man whoneeds 
money can draw his pey after he has 
worked an hour. In many cases, where 
we have found that the man’s family 
needs help, we have advanced skilled 
men their salaries. The salaries have 
been doubled because the contracts made 
it possible. 

„We are employing every man we can 
use to advantage. Just today we received 
an order for several hundred thousand 
dollars’ worth of our product. It is to 
be shipped to Italy. It may be bound for 
Germany. The French and Russian gen 
ernments have ordered $500,000 worth of 
supplies. The United States also has let a 
contract with us.

Mustard Greens as Tonic. 

T this time of year a prospective 
need of a spring tonic, the annual 
interest in new seed catalogues 
(just out), and some psychological 
impulse of which this interest is 

one of the manifestations should drive us 

to greens. No anemic>blotches are proba- 
ble if greens are eaten once a day. And, 
by the way, if blotches on the skin do re- 
sult from anemia, in their own character 

they represent the opposite thing in 4 

blood way. 

On any day in winter it is nearly always 
possible to obtain mustard greens, the 
kale or borecole, spinach, the green part 
of the German endive, or this latter en- 
tirely unblanched, the Brussels sprouts, 
and more and more kinds of cabbages. 
The kale belongs to the cabbage family, 
although so truly a green. Inthe French 
it is easier to understand the cabbage rel- 
atives, for while the cabbage is chou 
all the others have this as a part of their 
name. The cauliflower is “‘ choufieur,” 
the kale is chou vert.“ Brussels sprouts 
are chou de Bruxelles,” etc. 


Boiling Mustard. | 

References to greens in cook books and 
in seed catalogues in general say of them 
all. Cook like spinach.“ But this is not 
sufficient, since spinach may be cooked in 
‘various ways, and when best cooked is 
merely melted by steam in a closed vessel 
and not boiled, as these others must be 
Few of the greens require as much cook- 
ing as has generally been given them 
After mustard is picked over, the leaves 
broken off the stem, and thoroughly 
washed, all its appetizing pungency and 
strength is best preserved by putting it on 
the stove in about twice its measure of 
cold water. Bring to boil and cook about 
twenty minutes, or until tender. The va- 
riety determines the time. Drain, chop, 
and serve with a generous amount of but- 
ter. These are much more digestible than 
when boiled with meat, for they are then 
cooked far too long.
